1 $ —T he alarm ­ 
ist reports of the possibilities of hos­ 
tilities betw een Russia and Turkey, 
w hich have permeatf.d all strata of 
Ruasinn 
society,

proportions of a veritable war scare, 
to which the sensational press Is de­ 
voting its biggest headlines. 
T he situation Is taken seriously not 
only in m ilitary circles but also by 
conservative politicians. 
M. OuchkofT, 
leader of the m ajority in the duma, an­ 
nounced his intention of raising at 
the next m eeting of the commission 
tof national defense the question of 
ih e nation’s readiness for war. 
This, 
he believes, is of the most vital im­ 
portance, in view of the new« from 
ih e Caucasus and all parts of Europe. 
H e also proposes to interpellate the 
m inister of com m unications on the 
ability of the railroads, particularly In 
ih e Caucasus and 
transcaucasia to 
transport troops quickly to the south­ 
ern and southw estern frontiers. 
The dutna, according to M. Ouch­ 
koff, will be guilty of criminal negli­ 
gence if it p en u lts the country again 
to be drawn into war for which it is 
wholly unprepared. T he surest m eans 
to avoid a rupture, he said, is serious 
preparation for any eventuality. 
\I. Khvostchinskv, the vice presi­ 
dent of the commission, also thinks 
that the situation is grave and takes 
issue sharply with a num ber ot gen­ 
erals who appeared before the com­ 
mission and said that the possibility 
of hostilities this year was excluded. 
T he eeneral staff continues to give 
th e situation the most serious con­ 
sideration, although as vet no reports 
have been received regarding move­ 
m ents of troops to the interior. 
P e r­ 
sons arriving from Siberia say that 
for several m onths there has been an 
unbroken movement of Siberian troops 
to the southwest in the direction of 
th e transcaspian district and T u rk e ­ 
stan, from which they could be most 
easily concentrated on th e Turkish 
frontier.

Among the letters were 
som e from the wife of a clergyman, 
who not only expressed her own love, 
hut told Snell that her daughter, six­ 
teen years old, would love him if he 
would send her money. 
L etters from

promises of the mother, were intro­ 
duced at the trial of the suit to break 
the wdll. 
W hen Colonel Snell died 1n June. 
1007. he left an estate of $2,000,000 
To his son Richard he left only an 
annuity of $50 per year. 
To a grand 
unleoe. Mabelle Snell McNamara, he 
left property valued at $25,000 and an 
annuity of $1,000 per year.

of his property he left in trust, inter

A thlr«i indictm ent, alleging 
perjury by Mr. Morse during an ex­ 
amination before t he grand Jury, was 
found by the special grand Jury a 
short tim e after he had appeared in 
court to answ er tlie two indictments 
found against him last week, chare 
ing him with grand larceny. 
Arrange­ 
m ents were ma«le to have him appear 
before Justice Victor J. Dowling of the 
criminal branch of the suprem e court 
to plead to the perjury indictment. 
A nother turn in the case was the 
serving on Philip J. Britt, counsel for 
Mr. Morse, of sum m onses In two ac­ 
tions brought against the former bank 
er. 
The 
complaints 
in 
these suits 
have not yet been file«l, but it was ex­ 
plained 
that 
they 
relate 
to 
stock 
transactions 
which 
occurred 
some 
tim e ago. 
Morse’s 
presence in the criminal 
courts building was com paratively un­ 
eventful. 
He came to the building ac- 
copanled by his counsel, and foun 
in the courtroom a crowd which com­ 
pared not unfavorably In size with 
those which collected at recent crim ­ 
inal trials of note. 
If the little finan­ 
cier was worried there was no indica­ 
tion of it in his m anner. 
W hen a r­ 
raigned 
before Justice Dowling he 
pleaded not guilty, through his coun­ 
sel. and the latter then asked for two 
weeks in which to examine the indict­ 
m ents an«l the m inutes of the grand 
Jury which returned the indictm ents. 
Thought One Week Enough.

with him and set next Monday as the 
dan* for further hearing.

It was while so engaged that news 
was brought to him that another in­ 
dictment 
alleging perjury had be«*n 
found. 
For the moment he had no 
comment to make. 
It was arranged 
that he should appear in court to a n ­ 
sw er the new charge. 
T he 
perjury 
indictm ent, 
it 
was 
learned, is based upon a loan of $50.- 
000 obtained last Septem ber by E. R. 
Thom as 
from 
the 
Bank 
of 
North 
America, of which Morse was then 
vice president. 
It is alleged at first 
he «lenied that the money ha«l been 
loaned to Thomas, either on his rec­ 
om m endation or without it, but later 
explained that he wished to correct 
his 
testimony. 
This he is said to 
have «lone. 
It is pointed out, however, that the 
law is such that corrected testim ony 
before a grand jury may be made a 
basis for a charge of j>erjury.

Among the letters were 
som e from the wife of a clergyman, 
who not only expressed her own love, 
but told Snell that her daughter, six­ 
teen years old, would love him if he 
would send her money. 
L etters from

girl 
herself, 
bearing 
out 
the 
promises of the mother, were Intro­ 
duced at the trial of the suit to break 
the will. 
W hen Colonel Snell died in June. 
1007, he left an estate of $2,000,000. 
To his son Richard he left only an 
annuit}f of $50 per year. 
To a grand 
uniece. Mabelle Snell McNamara, he 
left property valued at $25,000 and an 
annuity of $1,000 per year. 
The rest 
of his property he left in trust, in ter­ 
est to be added each year to the prin­ 
cipal, until tw enty years after the 
death of his youngest grandchild, then 
but five years of age. 
Richard Snell sought to break his 
fath er’s will on the ground th at he 
was insane about women.

SUPPLY BILL 


House Disposes of One Large Appro­ 
priation Measure. 
W ashington, Feb. 18.—The legisla­ 
tive, executive and judicial appropria­ 
tion bill, one of the largest supply 
m easures 
of the 
government,

passed by the house after several 
days’ discussion.

am ount car­ 
ried by it is practically as reported by 
the com m ittee—$32,336,573. 
T here was a lively debate over the 
provision giving discretion to heads 
of departm ents to remove or reduce 
incapacitated employes of the govern­ 
ment.

Accused of Testifying Falsely Before

Inquisitors— Appears in Court and

Grand Larceny. 


New York, Feb. 18.—The legal en­ 
tanglem ents of Charles W. Morse, for­ 
mer banker and promoter, are m ulti­ 
plying. 
A third indictment, alleging 
perjury by Mr. Morse during an ex­ 
amination before the grand jury, was 
found by the special grand jury a 
short tim e after he had appeared in 
court to answ er the two indictments 
found against him last week, charg­ 
ing him with grand larceny. 
A rrange­ 
ments w ere m ade to have him appear 
before Justice Victor J. Dowling of the 
criminal branch of the supreme court 
to plead to the perjury indictment. 
Another turn in the case was the 
serving on Philip J. Britt, counsel for 
Mr. Morse, of summonses in two ac­ 
tions brought against the former bank­ 
er. 
The com plaints in these suits 
have not yet been filed, but it was ex­ 
plained 
th at 
they relate to 
stock 
transactions 
which 
occurred 
some 
time ago. 
Morse’s presence In the crim inal 
courts building was comparatively un­ 
eventful. 
lie came to the building ac- 
copanied by his counsel, and foun 
in the courtroom a crowd which com­ 
pared not unfavorably In size with 
those which collected at recent crim ­ 
inal trials of note. 
If the little finan­ 
cier was worried there was no indica­ 
tion of It in his manner. 
W hen ar­ 
raigned 
before Justice Dowling he 
pleaded not guilty, through his coun­ 
sel, and the la tte r then asked for two 
weeks in which to examine the indict­ 
ments and the m inutes of the grand 
Jury which returned the indictm ents. 


Thought One Week Enough. 
The representative of the district at­ 
torney thought that one week was 
enough and Judge Dowling agreed 
with him and set next Monday as the 
date for further hearing. 
After leaving the courtroom Mr. 
Morse went to his office and was soon 
in consultation with former business 
allies regarding his entangled affairs. 
It was while so engaged that news 
was brought to him that another in­ 
dictm ent alleging perjury had been 
found. 
For th e moment he had no 
comment to m ake. 
It was arranged 
that he should appear In court to an­ 
swer the new charge. 
The 
perjury 
indictment, 
it 
was 
learned, is based upon a loan of $50,- 
OOO obtained last September by E. R. 
Thomas 
from 
the Bank of North 
America, of which Morse was then 
vice president. 
It is alleged at first 
he denied th at the money had been 
loaned to Thom as, either on his rec­ 
ommendation or without it, but later 
explained th at he wished to correct 
his testim ony. 
This he Is said to 
have done. 
It is pointed out, however, th at the 
law is such th at corrected testim ony 
before a grand jury may be m ade a 
basis for a charge of perjury.

Twenty-eight 
Caught

Pottsville, Pa., Feb. 18.—Twenty- 
eight m iners w ere imprisoned in the 
Mid Valley colliery near Mount Car­ 
mel by the breaking of a dam which 
had formed in a drift which caused a 
rush of mud into a gangway, where 
the men w ere at work. 
All day long 
a party of rescuers endeavored to 
reach the entombed men and at night 
they were encouraged by sounds of 
digging on the inside. 
Later a shot 
was heard, indicating that the men 
are actively at work to effect their 
own rescue and that the air inside is 
good. 
Among the men entombed are a 
number of experienced m iners and it 
is believed th at it will be possible to 
effect the rescue of all of them.

Governor Rollins Woodruff spoke to 
the toast “The Political Outlook.”

The electric light com m ittee reporter! 
th at a resolution authorizing the mayor 
and city clerk to execute a contract 
with the Northland Power Co., for the 
use of power from the dam in accord­ 
ance with the proposition made by the 
company and read at the last meeting, 
was in the hands of the city attorney. 
It was later taken up and unanimously 
passed. 
The application of Henry Betzold for 
a saloon license for the place formerly 
occupied by Henry Grossman at 724 
Laurel street, was read, writh N. W. 
Betzold and J. P. Geodderz as sureties. 
The bond was approved and license or­ 
dered granted. 
The engineeer’s report on the cost of 
paving Oak street was again referred 
back to him to have the names of ihe 
property owners inserted as required 
by law.

Distinguished Jurist, Candidate of Conservative Democrats 


For the Presidency, Is a Fighter of Political 
Bosses— Six Foot Optimist Who Is 


the Soul of Good Nature.

The 
fact that Cincinnati in in Ohio a 
for it, Ohio is almost as prolific of pos­ 
sible presidents as it is of buckeyes. It 
not only lias a crop of its own, but 
when other states want to support the 
luxury of a favorite son they are often | art 
compelled to fall back on n citizen 
transplanted from Ohio. 
There nr* 
Buckeyes who have conn* to regard the 
White House as a state institution. 
Taft. Foraker and .liaison Harmon 
are tin- thro«* can did* ten who are now 
making Cincinnati alMmt the warmest 
spot *>u the political map. The careers 
of the three men are closely intermin 
pled. 
All three are natives of Ohio 
Taft and Harmon were Iwm in tin* 
same county. Hamilton, and Foraker 
and Harmon were born in tin* same 
year, 1H40. All three nr«» lawyers, and 
all three sat on the 1 x*t>«*L> of the hujh*- 
rinr court of Cincinnati 
Foraker and 
Harmon served In tills capacity at tin* 
same time. Then Foraker was elected 
governor, and when lia r men resigned 
from the bench to resume the practice 
of law in 1887 Foraker appointed Taft 
to the vacancy. 
The parallel does not 
end even here. 
All three are college 
graduates. Taft from Vale, Foraker 
from Cornell and Harmon from Deni­ 
son. 
All have lived in Washington, 
two as cabinet officers nml one as son 
ntor. AH three were originally Repub­ 
licans. Harmon breaking away In the 
Greeley campaign of 1872.

Pittsburg. Feb. IS.—The rivers in 
Pittsburg and its suburbs have re 
turned to their limits and except for 
the cleaning up, the flood Is over. The 
weather bureau’s gauge at the Point 
bridge registered twenty feet, two 
feet below the danger line, and the 
rivers are falling at the rate of three 
tenths of a foot an hour. 
Railroad and t met ion lines have re­ 
turned to practically normal schedules 
and general business in the flood dis­ 
trict has been resumed. 
Steel and Iron mills and other in­ 
dustrial plants have begun the clean- 
ing-tip process and some of them soon 
will be able to operate. 
Practically 
all will have resumed by the end of 
the week. 
With a great roar two brick dwell­ 
ing bouses at 22 and 24 Penn avenue, 
in the district inundated by the flood 
waters, collapsed and 
fell into the 
Rtreet. 
A score of occupants, warned 
by the cracking walls, barely had time 
to reach the street before tons of 
brick and plaster, tumbled into the 
streets. 
Only one man was Injured. 
The total property loss from the 
flood is enormous.

Distinguished Jurist, Candidate of Conservative Democrats

The 
ta c t that Cincinnati is in Ohio accounts 
for It. Ohio is almost as prolific of pos­ 
sible presidents as it is of buckeyes. It 
not only has a crop of lls own, lait 
w hen other states w ant to support the 
luxury of a favorite son they are often 
compelled to fall back on a citizen 
transplanted from Ohio. 
There are 
Buckeyes who have come to regard the 
W hite House as a state Institution. 
Taft. Foraker and Judson H armon 
ore tile three candidates who are now 
m aking Cincinnati about the w arm est 
spot on tile political map. 
The careers 
of the three men are closely interm in­ 
gled. 
All three are natives of Ohio, 
T a ft mal ltarm on were born in the 
sam e county. Hamilton, and Foraker 
and H arm on were born in tile sam e 
year. 1840. All three are lawyers, and 
all three sat on the bench of tile supe­ 
rior court of Cincinnati. 
Foraker and 
H arm on served in this capacity a t the 
sam e time. 
Then Foraker w as elected 
governor, and when H arm on resigned 
from the bench to resume tile practice 
of law in 1887 Foraker appointed T aft 
to the vacancy. 
The parallel does not 
end even here. 
All three are college 
graduates. T aft from Yale, F oraker 
from Cornell and H arm on from Deni­ 
son. 
All have lived In W ashington, 
tw o as cabinet officers and one as sen­ 
ator. All three were originally Repub­ 
licans. H arm on breaking aw ay In the 
Greeley campaign of 1872.

past sixty, in the m eantime the world 
lins moved its tents considerably far­ 
ther up the trail.
